A University of Chicago lecturer has dis- 
covered a prehistoric beast that was so 
big it conducted its affairs by means of two 
brains. The existence of the animal is not 
@ new ™find,’* but the fact that it had two 
brains is now first given to the world. 

It had one set of intellectuals in its head 
and another well down tts back—some sixty 
feet from the primary seat of its intelli- 
gence. The beast was the dinosaur, and 
it was seventy feet long.

Needed a Double Set,

center’ of great importance. That is clear 
from the evidences of enlargement you can 
see in the bones of the animal. The brain is 
only a continuation and eniararmneet ot the 
spinal column.

two brains, He was seventy feet long and 
weighed more than twenty tons when he 
was alive. Doubtless the brains of his head 
| were too far away to perform the functions 
of directing and controlling well the muscles 
in the back portion of his immenee body, and 
ft would be no more than natural for him to 
have a second merve center in his back to 
control the locomotor nerves. ‘This afiimal 
actually has the equivalent of two brains.” 


Lived 10,000,000 Years Ago. 

This huge dinosaur. is said to be one of 
the most remarkable fossils that have been 
discovered. Prof. Farrington declares the 
animal was 10,000,000 years old, and that he 
was so montrous he must have been short 
lived tn his day. He eaid that it was com-

New Theory of Meteorites. 
The presence of free phosphorus“in the 


Heretofore free 
phosphorus has been a produet of chemists 
and is not’ found on the earth tn this form. 
New theories have been deduced from the 
study of this meteorite at the museum. The 
first is, that meteorites are not hot) as is 
generally supposed, but they come from ex- 
tremely cold places somewhere out In space. 
The second deduction is that these meteorites 
are not formed on earth, but come from some 
place where there is no free oxygen. The 
presence of the free phosphorus, which fs 
quickly dissolved by oxygen, is said to 
prove this. 


“BAD MAN” GUEST OF PRESIDENT 


Seth Bullock, First Marshal of Dead-

Seth Bullock of South Dakota was the guest.

with him. Bullock is chief forest ranger 
for the Black Hills district and is in Wash- 
ington on official business with the Interior 
department.

Bullock was the first marshal "of Deadwood, 
and he has been known as “a bad man with 
a gun” ever since the Black Hills excite- 
ment of twenty or thirty years ago.

| At Union League Club Ban- 


quet Senator Deprecates 
Hasty Judgment on 
the South 


SAYS BLACK RACE GAINS. 
Bishop T. F. Gailor Indorses Bay 
State Man’s View; Dr. Gun- - 
saulusand President - 
Eliot Speak. 


** I know how senaitive our southern friends 
aré on the matter of social equality and com- 
panionship, and I think I may say fairly thet 
it ls not wise for the people of the north to 
undertake to deal rashly, or even to judge 
hastliy, of a feeling so deeply implanted in 
their fellow citizens’ bosoms.” 

These were the words last night of Senator 
George F. Hoar of Massachusetts in the 
course of an address which was an answer 
to the recent declarations of Secretary Root 
that the efforts to elevate the negro had 
resulted in failure. 

Two hundred guests at the Union League 
club’s Washington day banquet cheered the 
sentiments of the venerable senator when he 
added: 

“The men of the south know something 
about it, and, while any negro who is a 
gentleman would be welcome at my table 
end as a guest at my house any time, I will 
not attémpt to thrust my judgment on this 
matter upon men who have been differently 
educated.” 


Indorsed by Southern Bishop. 

That these sentiments found a response in 
southern thought as strong as that from a 
northern assembly was shown by the ad- 
dress, which followed, by the Rt Rev. 
Thomas F. Gallor, bishop of Teanesses, who 
declared: 

“The negro race has no more earnest, 
honest, sincere friends in the world than the © 
people who live in the southern states. There 
is no section of any country where there are 
so many affectionate and loyal friendships 
existing between white and black as exist In 
those states. 

“If, however, my people are still in doubt, 
first, as to whether the negro race asa race is 
capable of independent progress without the 
inspiration and contact of a superior race; 
if some of us think, for instance, that In 
our generation we are doing the best for

Controverts Root’s Assertion. 
Senator Hoar, in his address, directed him- 
self especially to controverting Secretary 
‘Root’s declaration that no progress had been 
made toward the solution of ™ negro prob- 
lem. 

“ Mr. Root,” sald the halhastibe:| “ thinks this 
series of events, tn which all of us who have 
reached an advanced age have had some- . 
thing to do, has been a failure in relation to 
the negro. Well, now, let’s see. In the frst 
place, we have abolished slavery; they do 


not own the negro any more. He owns him- 


self. They do not separate the negro’s wifs 
from him or his children from him any more. 
They do not whip women or well their chil- 
dren. | 

“They do not prevent them from working 
where they please; they do not make it « 
crime to teach him to read the bible. They 
cannot send his children to a distance from 
him without his consent. Well, is that a fall- 
ure? * 

* We have had but forty years. It is only 
since the year 1848—a little over half a cen- 
tury—since a little body of men met on 
Worcester common on June 28—I, myself, 
had the honor of being present—and founded 
the republican party. Now, if there is one 
generation tn this world’s history that has 
done a better or a greater thing than that 
single thing I should like to invite them or 
their defenders to show their title. 


Order and Quiet in Negro Querter.”

CAISHR UP GONBOAY 


GERMANY RESTORES CAPTURED 
WARSHIP TO VENEZUELA. 


Restaurador Surrendered to Naval 
Commander at Porto Cabello—Pres- 
ident Castro Wins Another Victory 
Over the Ineurgents—Revolution Is 

Now Approaching Ite Last Stage— 
Gen. Vidal Among the Wounded 
Rebels. . 


PORTO CABELLO, Feb. 23.—The Vene- 
. guelan gunboat Restaurador, which was cap- 
tured by the Germans, was handed over by 
them to the Venezuelan authorities here 
today. At 11:30 o'clock this forenoon the 
German flag was lowered, the German oruis- 
er Vineta firing a salute. At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon the Restaurador hoisted the Vene- 
zuelan flag, and was. then handed over to 
Commander Chalbaud by Commodore Sche- 
der. The Vineta immediately afterwards 
steamed away. 

Revolt in Its Last Stage. 


CARACAS, Feb. 23.—The last army of the 
revolutioniste under Gen. Rolando recently 
advanced to within four hours’ march of 
Caracas. The reévolutionists present a 
spectacle, being almost naked and practically 
without provisions. Gen. Rolando Is still at 
Guarenas with about 1,200 men. President 
Castro intends sending troops to Rio Chico 
tomorrow from Barcelona in order to cut off 
the retreat of the revolutionists. 

While the revolutionists were remaining in- 
active between Petare and Guarenas, a few 
leagues from Caracas, President Castro was 
actively making’ preparations to attack 
them. He ordered all troops stationed at 
Barcelona and Carupano to come to Caracas 
by way of Rio Chico and to attack the rear 
guard of the revolutionists. The plan was 
: successfully executed by Gen. Olivares, who, 
upon reaching Rio Chico, attacked the rebels 
and defeated them, taking numerous prison- 
ers. Among the wour. Jed is Gen. Vidal, one 
of the revolutionary leaders. The only per- 
gons here who profess to believe in the ul- 
timate success of the revolution are the Ger- 
mans. 

American Claims Not Preferred.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—In the house of com- 
mons today Viscount Cranborne, under sec- 
retary for foreign affairs, was asked 
whether the claims of American citizens 
against Venezuela would be paid in full, 
while British claims must await the decjsion 
of The Hague tribunal. He replied that the 
information of the government was to the 
effect that the American claims would be 
dealt with at The Hague court also. 


Germany’s Second Demand Refused. . 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—Having failed 
in the effort to obtain from Mr. Bowen the 
immediate payment in cashof the $27,500 due 
from Venezuela on March 15, Germany today 
requested Mr. Bowen to give a draft for the 
amount payable in Caracas on the latter 
date. This latter request was made on be- 
half of the German embassy by Herr Baltaz- 
zi, formerly chargé d'affaires at Caracas. 
Mr. Bowen declined the request. Just what 
reason was given by the German representa- 
tive for making the request fis not known. 
Such a draft, however, it is preeumed, would 
be negotiable, and the result would be that 
the Germans could immediately obtain the 
money it called for.

Senator Tillman of South Carolina made 
a speech in the senate today which was in 
every way a remarkable one. It was on the 
Indianola postoffice case, and the South 
Carolina fireeater left his pitchfork at home. 
He spoke temperately, dispassionately, and 
even logically. He discussed the postoffice 
incident from a southern standpoint, of 
course, but he delighted hie friends and sur- 
prised his enemies, as he himself quaintly 
observed, by refraining from all those pe- 
culiarities of speech which have given him 
so unpleasant a reputation. : 

Coming from such a source, vast surprise 
was exhibited when Mr. Tillman, in the 
mildest and most judicial of tones, an- 
nounced that he had traveled through the 
north probably more extensively than any 
southern man in the chamber, and, as he 
said, had been in a position to provoke ani- 
mosity, because he was everywhere discuss- 
ing the race question. 
Yet it was Mr. Tillman who said he was 
convinced of the fact that the north had 
no hatred-of the south; that the’ sectional! 
feeling brought on by the civil war had died 
out north of Mason and Dixon’s line, and 
that the differences of opinion in regard to 


the treatment of the negro were born of 
-,jeignorance of the conditions which existed 


in the southern states, and did not come from 
malice or sectional hatred. eae 

Having won over his audience by this re- 
markably fair and generous proposition, the 


South Carolina’ senator turned the tables 


cleverly on the republicans by demanding 
that they should secure the nomination of 
Booker T. Washington as a member of 
President’s Roosevelt's cabinet, and Sena- 
‘tor Tillman pledged himself and his agso- 
ciates to confirm the nomination whenever 
it is made. He also suggested that the re- 
publicans of the north should at once urge, 
and even promote, the appointment of col- 
ored men to be officers of the regular army 
and navy. 
These suggestions were made, not as a 
bluff nor in any spirit of defiance, but as 
liustrations. of the senator’s that 
the people of the north, when conftonted 
with the same conditions as now exist in the 
south, would not, under any theory,' grant 
to the negro either social or political equality. 
His speech made a deep impression, and the 
‘republican senators admitted after it was 
over that Tillman’s temperatenegs, the ju- 
dicial character of his argument. and the 
gentieness of his application had done more 
to pave the way for a proper appreciation in 
the north of the race problem in the south 
than any address of the kind which has yet 
a from the democratic side of the cham- 
r.

United, States Supreme Court 
Upholds Chicago’s As- 
-sertion of Rights.

Decision Favorable to Drainage 
District. Cases Soon to

Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.—[Special.J— 
The Supreme court today decided that the 
United States has not exclusive authority 
to authorize the construction of .docks or 
other structures in Calumet river, Chicago, 
but the assent of the state authorities is also 
‘necessary. oN 
The decision was rendered in the case of 
David M. Cummings and the Calumet Grain 
and Elevator company, who sought to rebuild 
a dock near Ninety-fifth street. Cummings 
and his assistants proceeded upon @ permit 
given by the war department, but they were 
stopped by the Chicago authorities and noti- 
fied that a municipal permit was also neces- 
The case was decided favorably to Chi- 
cago’s contention by the federal Circuit court | 
of Illinois, and the opinion was today af- 


firmed. 
Seminary Must Pay Taxes. . 

It was held by the Supreme court today in. 
the case of the Chicago Theological semi- 
nary against the state of Illinois that the 
provision of the law exempting the property 
of institutions of this character from taxa- 
tion referred only to property used in con- 
nection with the seminary, and did not in- 
clude property owned, rented, or held by 
the seminary as an investment, although 
the property in question was used solely for 
school purposes. The court sustained the 
decision of the Illinois Supreme court. After 
quoting from that opinion thecourt said: 

“ This is not such an unnatural, strange, 
or unreasonable construction of the act, as. 
it shows it to be erroneaus, and, while it 
might be otherwise construed so as to ef- 
fect total exemption, we are not prepared 
to hold that the state court so clearly erred 
as to call upon us to reverse its determina- 
tion. We therefore adopt, though we ad- 
mit, with some hesitation, the views of the 
state court, which lead to an affirmance of 
opinion of the lower court.” . 


May Limit Height of Buildings. 
The judgment of the Supreme court of 
Massachusetts in the case of Henry Bigelow 
Williams and C. F. Ayer, trustees, vs. At- 
torney General Parker of the state of Massa- 
chusetts, was affirmed today by the United 
States Supreme court. The suit was filed 
by the attorney general in 1898 under the 
legislative act lHMmiting the elevation of 
buildings in certain parts of Boston to ninety 
feet. The law was attacked as unconstitu- 
tional, but it was not so held by today’s opin- 
ion. - : 

Admiral Dewey Wins Case. 

The United States Supreme court today de- 
cided the prize money case brought by Ad- 
miral Dewey in behalf of himself and the 
officers and men of his fleet on account of 
the vessels sunk at Manila and afterward re- 
claimed, in their favor, but the cases of Rear 
Admiral Sampson, for whose name that of 
Rear Admiral Taylor was substituted, in his 
own behalf and that of his officers and men 
on account of the Maria Teresa, sunk at 
the battle of Santiago, were decided adverse- 
ly to the claimants. The Teresa was sunk 
after being rescued, whereas the vessels re- 
claimed at Manila are still in use. : 
The court first passed on the Dewey case. 
Taking up the question as to whether the 
Spanish vessels, Don Juan de Austria, the 
Isla de Cuba, and the Isla de Luzon, were 
properly adjudicated as prizes for the benefit 
of the captors in view of their condition im- 
mediately after the engagement at Manila 
and thein being subsequently raised and put 
in commission, the opinion says that if the 
effort at salvage had failed, or if the cost 
had equaled or exceeded the value, the cap- 
tors still would be entitled to bounty. 

Taking the Sampson case, and passing on 
the case of the Maria Teresa, the court re- 
verses the decree of condemnation of the 
District court to the effect that that vessel 
and all the property taken from it and from 
the other vessels were lawful prize pf war, 
and directs that the libel filed by the naval 
officers be dismissed. 


Michigan Law Sustained. 3 

The Supreme court today sustained the 

validity of the Michigan law regulating the 

practice of medicine in that state, affirming 

the decision of the Supreme court of that 

state in the case of August G. Reetze, who 
attacked the validity of the law. 


Members of the drainage board expressed 
much satisfaction on account of the decision 
by the United States Supreme court that the 
United States has not exclusive authority 
to authorize the construction of &o€ks in the 
Calumet river. 

“The decision means a good deal to the 
drainage board in the suits that will soon be 
commenced against the Pennsylvania com- 
pany,” said Thomas A. Smyth, president of 
the sanitary district of Chicago. “It has 
been held that the United States government 
had sole authority in navigable streams. By 
this decision the state’s attorney general will 
have to back us up in the suit brought in be- 
half of the people of the state against this 
company, which had encroached seventy feet 
over the river at Adams street. This action 
will be commenced as soon as the condemna- 
tion proceedings have been decided. 

**T am not familiar with the suit against 
the Calumet Elevator company in the Calu- 
met river, but a decision that would affect 
that stream would certainly have the same 
legal holding in the Chicago river.”’

HELD BY CONGRESS. 


Finding in Case of Lottery | Tickets 
Shipped from One State to Another 
Is Held Applicable to Business of 
All Corporations—Gives Affirmation 
te Constitutionality of Sections of 
Littlefield and Hoar Bills Prohibit- 
ing Transportation of Goods. 

Ww D. C., Feb. 23.—{Special.}— 
Justice Harlan today. handed down a dp 
cision of the. United States Supreme court 
in a lottery case which reaffirms the power 
of congress to = interstate commerce 
within: certain 

This decision apparently affirms the con- 
stitutionality of the sections in the Little- 
field and. Hoar anti-trust bills, which pro- 
pose to prohibit the transportation of arti- 
cles made by illegal trusts from one state to 
another. . 

The decision by Justice Harlan, of course, 
affirms what Attorney General Knox. de- 
clared to be’ a-well established principle, that 
the constitution gives to congress the-ex- 
clusive right to regulate interstate com- 
merce, and that the right to regulate of ne- 
cessity involves the right to prohibit. . 

The case decided by the Supreme court to- 
day came from Chicago and was an appeal 
“from the Circuit court there. The appeal 
rose from an order of the Circuit court dis- 
missing a writ of habeas corpus sued out by. 
Charles M, Champion against United States. 
Marshal Ames. Champion was under indict- 
ment in Texas because he sent from that 
state to California certain lottery tickets, 
although the United States law prohibits any 
express company or other corporation from 
carrying them from one state to another. 

The claim was set up in behalf of Champion 
that lottery tickets were not articles of com- 
merce, and, furthermore, that the constitu- 
tional power of congress was limited to the 
regulation of interstate commerce and could 
‘not be extended to the entire prohibition of 


Held Articles of Commerce. 


A majority of the court sustained the de- 
cision of the Circuit court at Chicago de- 
ciding that lottery tickets were articles.of 
commerce and congress had a constitutional 
right to prohibit interstate commerce, pro- 
viding it did not interfere with the general 

arantees, 

m this decision of the court, Chief 
‘Justice Fuller and Justices Brewer, Shiras, 
and Peckham dissented. 

In the decision handed down by Justice 
Harlan there is an outline of the opinion 
of the court regarding the right of congress 
to prohibit entirely all interstate commerce 
in articles made by any trust which operates 
in deflance of the law.’ At the same time 
Justice Harlan was careful to declare in 
his opinion that this particular question was 
not decided by the court. He held that 
the power of congress to regulate inter- 
state commerce was plenary, but he never- 
theless recognized the fact that under this 


statutes which would be ‘unconstitutional 
because they interfered with the general 
guarantees of the constitution... 
Justice Harlan called attention on the 
general question as to the power to prohibit 
interstate commerce to the fact that con- 
gress had enacted laws prohibiting the trans- 
portation of cattle having infectious diseases 
and that congress, after prohibiting -the 
states from interfering with the sale of liquor 
in original packages, had subsequently grant- 
ed to the states the right to exercise police 


was sustained as a valid éxercise of the 
power of congress to regulate commerce be- 
tween the states. 


Defines the Power of Congress. 


In discussing and deciding the general prin- 
ciple as to the power of congress, Justice | 
Harlan said: | 

“The present case does not require the 


that congress may exercise in the regulation 
of commerce among the states. We may, 
however, repeat in this connection what the 
court heretofore has said, that the power of 
congress to regulate commerce among the 
states, although plenary, cannot be deemed 
arbitrary, since it is subject to such limita- 
tions or restrictions as are prescribed by the 
constitution.”’ 

Justice Harlan said that this power must 
not be used to infringe the rights secured 
or protected by the constitution. He held 
that congress, being the servant of the peo- 
ple, must not do them wrong, but that it 
has a right to decide the limitations of legis- 
lation advisable. 

The decision ended with a denial that it is 
intended to lay down a ruleJon the validity of 
all acts under the commerce law, but said 
it meant simply to define a lottery ticket as 


to the regulations of congress. 

Agents for the Honduras and other lottery 
companies in Chicago will be forced out of 
business unless they desire to take a chance 
of going to prison by shipping tickets.

its villain and its ‘‘ problem ’—but the tone 
is a healthy one, and the social 
trated, while it is not wanting in Interest, is 
morally clean.

PREACHER FINDS POLYGAMY

The Rev. H. L. Hutchins Tells New.Ha- 
- ven Pastors of Degeneracy of “‘Poor 
Whites” in Parts of New England. 


New Haven, Conn., Feb. 23.—The Rey. H. 
L. Hutchins, who has been making a tour of 
this state in the interests of the Connecticut 
Bible society, read a paper today at a meet- 
ing of pastors of this city, in which he pre- 
sented the results of his observations in cer- 
tain parts of Connecticut in a way that 
startled his hearers. 

Mr. Hutchins said that polygamy is prac- 
ticed in certain towns in the eastern part 
of Connecticut. The degeneracy of the in- 
habitants of the town referred to, Mr. 
Hutchins said, was productive of murder and 
other crimes. 

He added that another feature of life in 
that section and in the northwestern part 
of the state was the existence of a class of 
illiterates whom he called-* poor whites.’’ 
These live in’ shacks and are an ignorant 
set. The speaker thought the inefficiency of 
the country school was responsible in a 
large measure for such conditions, and he 
believed also that the church was not ee 
its own in these districts.

merly utter strangers to the exchange busi- 
ness, have lately taken it up and now keep 
accounts in every financial center in Europe. 
‘At the rate at which the movement is grow- 
as if it would not be long be- 
‘fore all the okie would Keep regular ac- 
counts in London; Paris, and Berlin. 

“Our trade with Europe being thus amply 
provided for financially, still leaves an im- 
portant part of the world unprovided for. 

We mean South and Central America, with 
which countries our merchants and manu- 
facturers find it extremely difficult to ob- 
tain at home the accommodations necessary 

-to do this business. The English and Ger- 
man banks vie with one another to encourage 
and facilitate trade with these countries, 
while we cannot send even a cargo of coal 

or timber to Rio on.to Buenos Ayres with- 

ol passing through London. The facilities 
needed mean much longer credits than busi- 
ness with Europe, but this’ trade is much 
more desirable and profitable to the country 
and to the development .of our commerce 
and manufactures.”
